New. Regulations for National Finance Commission: 


* Powers 


Nanking, May 31. 

‘Tho text of the revised regulations 

overning' the organisation and 
functions. of the National Finance 
Commission, which were formally 

dat a meeting of the Lé 
glalative Yuan on the 28th inst., hi 
heen: officially’ released. 

It will be recalled that this Cont- 
mission was created by the National 
Government last November on the 
recommendation of Mr. T. V. Soong, 
Minister ‘of Finance, 
with the views exch 
The: then ‘Central Government 
Canton "peace representatives and 
Ieading, bankers’ at Shanghai, |The 
establishment of the Commission has

In a statement issued on Noven 

last year, commenting upon 
stablishment of this Commis- 
ion, Mr. 7 V. Soong said that “an 
essential feature which augurs well 
for the future of the Commission 
is the. widespread abhorrence to- 
‘wards civil war.” It is’ significant 
Yor note that by virtue of the re- 
vision, which, it is understood, was 
also recommended by Mr, Soong, the 
Commission will in itself become a 
‘strong safeguard against recurrence 
of civil wat, as the most important 
addition ‘to ‘the revised regulal 
Governing. the Commission is the 
Provision. stipulating that military 
Appropriations shall-be limited onl 
to" those required “for national 
defences and pacification of the 
country; and that. the Commission 
has not only the right but also the 
duty to withhold its sanction for all 
financial 1s of whatsoever 
nature imposed. for the purpose of 
carrying on civil wat, In addition, 
the Commission is also invested 
‘the important powers of improving 
ational. finances, auditing bond

THE ROUND-TABLE 
CONFERENCE 


Dr, Lo Wen-ken Re-Affirms the 
Nanking View 


Nanking, June 4. 


Replying to various questions, Dr. 
Lo. Wen-kan, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, at a'press interview yester- 
‘day, declared that the Japanese 
marines occupying Chinese terri- 
tories in Shanghai had not yet 
‘withdrawn to the positions held be- 
fore January 28 as required by the 
Sino-Japanese agreement of May 5.

Dr, Lo emphasised that the erux 
of Sino-Japanese differences lies 
uultimarily in the Manchurian. ques- 
tion, the Shanghai trouble being 
essentially one of the consequences

It has been forecasted. It has 
been timed to take place in 
February but, by some ingenuity 
rising superior to political dis- 
veement, the uations managed 
to stave it, off. Now, when at 
Lausanne the Powors (less the 
United States of America) are 
to mevt, to discuss the limited 
issue of the Reparations and 
War Debts, the coming of the 
typhoon is regarded as likely to 
precede or at least, coincide with 
that discussion, ‘The world is 
full of commodities but pur- 
chasers of them are to seek, 
although prices are rockbottom 
and 25,000,000 are unemployed 
and therefore, theoretically at 
least, on tho brink of starvation. 
Distress is almost as widespread 
with the nations which possess 
kold as with those which do not. 
Goodwill and capacity are 
abundant; knowledge and sefence 
are more extensive than in any. 
other era of the world’s history 
but—the power to avoid chaos, 
restore sanity, to apply effec: 
tive “remedies ‘seems to be 
missing. The typhoon draws 
near; even the optimists cannot: 
see hope of escaping it. The 
pessimists dare not speculate on 
the scope of its devastating 
curse. ‘To change the metaphor 
the world seems to, be surround. 
ed by an economic slough of 
despond over which it is neces- 
sary to pass before reaching the 
dry high ground of prosperity:

It is useless to pretend that 
cheery optimism ‘can remove 
these uncomfortable facts.

He was bluntly told by the 
werican Press that Europe still 
persisted in the folly of war- 
making and had no right to ask 
for favours.

NEW GOVERNMENTS 

June 7 
The Soviet Government may 
jat least lay the flattering: unc- 
m to its soul that it is rapidly 
in danger of being described as 
the veteran among the Gavern- 
ments of the world. ; Almost 
everywhere newly - established 
Governments are to be found 
grappling with the, crises dash- 














jing in wave after wave on the 
national beach. Whether it be 


[Great Britain, Germany, France 
Japan, China’ or even Chile, it 
[ean be said that the Government 
of this day of June is not the 
same as that a year ago. Gov- 
ernments are charged with press- 
ing duties in dealing with their 
domestic responsibilities. They 
also, by reason of the admitted 
interdependence of nations to- 
day, have to consider proposals 
for’ drawing them into interna- 
tional conferences on every con- 
ecivable. subject. The world 
itself wants setting right on the 
grand seale, No-one can do it 
without the power of dictator- 
ship. If there are dictators they 
fare not to be had for world-wide 
employment—at least that seems 
to be the recognised feeling. It 
is easy for economists to warn 
the public of the dangers ahead. 
It is easy for them to prescribe 
reme How great an op- 
portunity would this be for 
Jeremy Bentham, the centenary 
Jof whose death was celebrated 
yesterday. He laid down the 
foundations of the nineteenth 
century's efforts to plan more 
agely for the welfare of man- 
kind, “The greatest happiness o! 
‘the ‘greatest number” was his 
declared aim. He pressed for 
deliberate reconstruction, for 
‘accepting no evil as inevitable 
and for adjusting the varying 
‘and conflicting needs of social 
‘grades, It may be said that he 
had more influence on the 
{thought of the age which follow- 
ed him than any other single 
philosopher of his time. Would 
he be unafraid at the prospect 
‘spread out before him, were he 
living to-day? He was in a sense 
the great’ opponent of the 
doctrine of laisser-faire, in the 
sense that that doctrine divorced 
legislation from morality. It 
would not be fair to say that 
such a doctrine had ever a 
vigorous existence. And Jeremy 
Bentham, to-day, would perhaps 
be a supporter’ of the laisser- 
faire principle which, contrary 
to general belief, insisted on 
the need for Government de- 
finition of the objects of in- 
dustry and the direction of trade. 
The trouble is that Governments, 
whether they are labelled Nation- 
al, Coalition, Emergency or 
otherwise, cannot escape the 
routine which, terribly complex 
in the modern days, throws on 
their shoulders a mass of work, 
Ja burden of conferences and s0 
deprives th 
opportunity of thinking out the 
big problems undisturbed and to 
the logical issue. The world 
cannot escape the crisis which 
is already on the top of many 
nations but it can desperately 
hope to tackle it in such a way 
that another crisis can be avoid- 






































feted. No-one would suggest that 


the expedient of getting away 


| from the capitalist system and 


sping the nettle of communism 
ould be tried with success. "The 
painful experience of Russia and 
the terrible agonies tinder which 
the communist theory is being ex. 
ploited, with considerable loss of 
logic, would make that perfectly 
clear. The way out must be with- 
in the scope of the capitalist sys- 
tem. Economists would describe 
it as best found by international 
co-operation for the stabilisation 
of purchasing power while en- 
hancing the freedom of produc 
tion and exchange. There is 
talk of international confer- 
ence on these points. Can 
it take place in time to 
break the back of the crisis? 
Can it take place at all? The 
practical politician will have hun- 
dreds of reasons for giving a ne- 
gative to both questions. Even 
now it is clear that the proper 
handling of the reparations, and| 
war debts issue, recognised 
though it be, cannot be looked for 
because of certain political obliga 
tions. 
} There is too the technical difi- 
culty with which the politicians 
‘cannot be. reproached. Econo- 
mists are not agreed on the way| 
of stabilising purchasing power. 
But even if they were would the 
Governments be able to comply? 
For the reasons already . given, 
their spirit might be willing but 
the flesh would certainly be weak. 
It may be stated bluntly that the 
present grave situation would be 
lightened if war debts and re- 
parations. were eliminated “from

(Government vocabulary, as mere 
continuations of war and as grim 
leg-irons on the economic system. 
Further relief would come about, 
by means of a gradual but definite 
removal of tariff-walls. Even if, 
the process, well-planned out in 
international conference, were!

Insurance—on a proper 
and ‘regular basis—against_un- 
employment would be another 
sound remedy. Even then the 
task would not be complete. There 
‘would have to be a reorganisation 
of the world’s work to keep in 
order the stabilised purchasing. 
power. No-one could imagine 
that these measures, desirable as. 
they might be, could be instituted,

But, in 
pulling through, it will have 
learnt the need for adjusting its 
machinery to the new principles. 
‘That will be the real gain and 
the real vindication of the 
Uaisser-faire theory. And the 
thought that, out of such cris 
mankind has invariably been 
able to refashion with greater 
regard for the “greatest hay 
piness of the greatest number, 
is worth enshrining. 


























ADVANCE IN INDIA 
Juene 4. 

It is by no means easy for 
the outsider to appreciate the 
developments in India since the 
Round Table Conference ended 
jand its offspring committees 
proceeded to India to undertake 
their | respective enquiries. 
‘There “have been from time to 
time reports of Hindu-Moslem 
tension, especially in Bombay, 
Jof more anarchieal outrages in 
Bengal. The North-West Fron- 
tier Province has been promot- 
ed to full rank as a Governor's 
ee with a brilliant and 
experienced young military 
civilian, Sir Ralph Griffith, at 
its head. ‘The periodical ' re- 
views of the situation by Sir 
Samuel Hoare have revealed 
the fact that something like 
26,000 political prisoners are in 
feustody, and the Government is 
now faced with a consideration 
of the steps to be taken to 
maintain control of the revolu- 
tionaries now that the period 
over which the various 
Ordinances have been pro- 
jelaimed is coming to an end. 
That all seems very confusing. 
In regard to the Ordinances, it 
may be assumed that the Gov- 
jernment will not be able to 
remove them altogether. Steps 


















may be taken in particular 
provinces to pass legislation 
rendering it unnecessary to 


have recourse to Ordinance, 
but it is more than likely that 
no such abandonment of a very 
necessary protection of Govern- 


ment servants and peaceful 
citizens will be possible in 
Bengal. The Government, of 
Jcourse, is. reluctant to keep 


the Ordinances in being any’ 
longer than is mecessary be- 
cause they essentially outrage 
jin principle the notion of per- 
sonal liberty. They can only; 
be, therefore, temporary ex-| 
pedients, although in Bengal, 
lever since 1924, an Ordinance 
or some exceptional power 
has been necessary in order to 
preserve. the fabric of the 
administration against terrorist 
ictivity. Sir Samuel Hoare 
has been very frank in his ex- 
position of the Government's 
policy. Side by side with a 





firm intention to proceed to 
institute constitutional re- 
forms, the Government con- 
jsiders’ it necessary. to deal 


firmly, with movements which 
have for: their object: the pre- 
Jvention of any form. of con- 
stitutional advance. Those who 
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believe that the policy in India 
is merely that of using the 
strong hand have not_appreciat- 
led the full foree of Sir Samuel 
Hoare's admirable conduct of 
his office. He has already 
shown that a due regard to the 
realities of administrative re- 
Jauirements, that is to say, the 
support of ‘the Executive by the 
Central Government and by the 
Secretary of State at Whitehall, 
is not inconsistent with steady 
perseverance in carrying out the 
declared policy of putting the 
Constitution of India on a self- 
governing basis. 

The promotion of the North- 
West Frontier Province provides 
la useful pointer here, ‘That 
province was carefully left out 
lof the Montagu-Chelmsford re- 
form scheme because it was felt 
that, being as it were the bulwark 
of “Indian security against 
foreign invasion, the time was 
‘not ripe to expose it to the pos~ 
sible weaknesses of a semi- 
democratic constitution, Yet 
{those who know the North-West 
Frontier, and, in particular, the 
Pathan, 'would be tho first to 
claim that a democratic spirit is 
far more active there than in 
many other parts of India. There 

in the first place, the essen 
ly democratic outlook of 
Islam. Secondly the Pathan 
tribes have long been used to 
local self-government by means 
lof the Jirga, which is in effect 
a Council of Elders bearing a 
close family resemblance to the 
patriarchal system of the Chil 
dren of Israel. So the bold 
stroke of putting the North- 
West Frentier Province on a 
political par with other provinces 
in India has caught the imagina- 
tion of the people conéerned and 
has added another valuable 
political prop to the complex 
administration. During the last 
few months the Committee pre- 
sided over by Lord Lothian to 
examine the basis of the fran- 
chise, and the Committee pr 


























jed over by Lord Eustace Perey 
to enquire into the system of 
federal finance, have completed 





their reports. “The latter has 
been published and is of great 
importance although and,  per- 
haps, of acadersic interest only. 
It is’also highly technical, ‘The 
Lothion Report has now been 
issued, The franchise proposed 
will «ive votes to fourteen per 
leent. of the population, This 
is a great advance, as come 
pared with the present constitu- 
tion. The Perey Report gives 
fons. interesting guide to” the 
leeneral attitude ‘of the” Gov- 
lernment. In order to. work 
lout, a ‘typical year for” the 
beginning of the federation of 
India, the Committee took figures 
prospectively for 1986-6, "Th 
Report disclaims any particular 
Intention in the selection of that 
year, but it is sigmificant because 
opinion is rapidly growing that 
there must be greater expedition 
in introducing the system, and 
Lord Lothian, in fact, has de- 
finitely’ prophesied that’ the elec- 
tions will take place next year, 
To begin with, the dying con- 
stitution must inevitably tabour 
funder heavier handicaps as the 
months pass by. Everyone. is 
looking to the new regime. The 
Federation of India, agreed to in 
principle by the Round Table 
Conference, appears to be far 
more dificult to institute than its 
more eager champions were pre- 
pared at first to admit, Indian 
Political opinion was inclined to 
refuse the Government's proposal 
that provincial autonomy should 
be attempted before changing 
the character of the Central 
Government. ‘The idea underly- 
ing this rejection was mainly one 
of suspicion. It was felt that the 
Government was trying to delay 
the introduction of responsibility 
into the Central Government and 
that it would be better, there- 
fore, to have the whole cake all 
fat once rather than be content 
lat first with portions, ‘This 
suspicion has been very largely 











allayed by the steadiness with 
which the Government has 
maintained its adherence to 


the policy of its predecessors. 
It is, therefore, possible that it 
may be content to bring about 
the constitutional reform by. 
piecemeal legislation pending 
the final drafting of the federa- 
‘tion scheme. One difficulty has to 
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be overcome. As was to beex- 
pected, the various efforts to find 


‘an Indian solution for the pivotal || 


problem of Hindu-Moslem rela-| 
tionships have failed. What} 
is more, admission of their 
Inability to produce such a solu-| 
‘tion has been made by Indians. 
‘themselves. Mr. Ramsay Mac 
Donald, whose grasp of this 
‘subject is exceptionally sourd— 
sounder by far than that of his 
former Secretary of State—has 
been invited to give his own 
solution. He has accepted the 
invitation, after warning India 
that the inability of India herself 
to produce the solution must 
inevitably make constitutional 
progress less rapid.
